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INTRODUCTION 



A HIGH degree of scientific knowledge and years of patient 
work were required for the formation of this large, varied, 
and interesting collection — one of the most important that has 
ever come on the American market. The owner, who now con- 
signs it for unrestricted sale, is Mr. Robert de Rustaf jaell, a 
Bey of the Imperial Ottoman Empire, a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society, a member of the Royal Numismatic 
Society, the Hellenic Society, and other learned bodies, and the 
author of two important works, "The Light of Egypt" and the 
"Stone Age of Egypt," and of various scientific papers, which 
have established his reputation in both Europe and America as 
an authority on Egyptian archaeology. 

During the ten years that Mr. Rustaf jaell lived in Egypt 
he devoted himself almost exclusively to Predynastic research. 
He made a remarkable collection of flint implements, many of 
which are of great beauty and of the most delicate workmanship, 
and his collection of pottery, made during the same years, is 
one of the largest and most comprehensive in existence, many 
of the specimens being older than 7,000 years, by which the 
development of shape and design can be traced from the origin 
of pottery, when men began by imitation, reproducing natural 
forms of hollow flint nodules and geods in baked clay. 

In 1905 Mr. Rustaf jaell discovered at Deir El-Bahari, 
Thebes, what is believed to be the oldest painting on cloth in 
the world. It is in this collection and represents the Goddess 
Hathor standing in a sacred bark with seven figures facing her 
in the act of veneration. Apparently the painting had hung 
in the shrine dedicated to the Goddess herself about the XI 



Dynasty, and is 4,000 years old. Several other early paintings 
are in this collection. 

The dynastic works of art, or products of the historical age, 
beginning about B. C. 5000, may be briefly summed up under 
the following divisions : A variety of figures and vases in stone 
and clay of the Old Kingdom period; beautiful Ushabtiu, the 
small glazed figures known as "respondents"; vases in alabaster 
and blue glazed pottery; bronze figures of deities, kings and 
queens, battle axes, mirrors, and tools; a set of "pilgrim bottles," 
the first three being from the beginning of the dynastic period; 
wicker work, figures in wood, and wall decorations in low-relief 
from Thebes; a roll of papyrus of the Ptolemaic period; gar- 
ments and embroideries of the I to VI Centuries A. D.; figur- 
ettes, beads, jewelry, scarabs and bracelets from the Predynas- 
tic to the Arabic period; a mummy of a high priestess in a 
stone sarcophagus, and a beautiful royal mummy case of the 
XVIII Dynasty, Thebes.

With end terminating to a point. A loop is formed by 
the left elbow. Early dynastic period.

CROWN 

In his hands are the crook and flail. This bronze is 
well preserved.

Judging from his position, in all probability he orig- 
inally carried a sceptre, but this also has been broken 
off, and his left foot is missing. Height, 4% inches.

Wearing the "Sekhti" crown of Upper and Lower

Wearing a crown with the solar disk and falcon feath- 
ers (the latter have been broken off). The god is 
holding a flail in his left hand. Height, 2% inches. 
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31. NEITH, MOTHER OF THE SUN, AND GODDESS 

OF HUNTING AND WEAVING 
She is wearing the "Desher," crown of Lower Egypt. 
Her left arm is broken off at the elbow.

32. OSIRIS WEARING THE "ATEF" CROWN AND 

"URAEUS" SERPENT 
He is holding the crook and the flail.

Standing with the left foot in advance of the other. 
Both arms are broken off, also the top part of the 
crown is missing.

The 
index finger of the right hand is in his mouth. He is 
wearing a "Hetch," crown of Upper Egypt.

The figure is standing with her weight on both legs, 
and both arms bent sharply at the elbows.

51. STATUETTE OF THE APE OF THOTH 

This was one of the lesser dieties who watched the 
pointer of the balance. The weighing of the heart 
against the feather of truth. Height, 1% inches. 



52. TWO STATUETTES OF ISIS 

Made out of thin plates of bronze, probably produced ' 
by the process of hammering. The Greeks became very 
proficient in this line of art. Height, 2% inches. 
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53. A COLLECTION OF SMALL BRONZES 

Varying in length from 1% to 1 inch. These statu- 
ettes represent Isis and Horus, Osiris and Amen-Ra. 
All of these objects were used as pendants. 

54. A COLLECTION OF SMALL STATUETTES 

Representing Isis and Horus, Amen-Ra and Uraeus.

55. SPIKE REPRESENTING ISIS 

She is wearing the "Hetch," crown of Upper Egypt.

56. BES WEARING A CROWN OF FEATHERS 

He was regarded as the personification of evil. He 
was god of all the toilet articles and also of dancing.

57. BAST, SEATED 

She was the great cat goddess of the Egyptian Delta. 
She represented the gentle, life-giving rays of the sun 
which helped the crops. Height, 2% inches.

She is seated upon a bronze stand. The figure is 
densely patinated. Height, 3% inches. 

59. ANUBIS 

Figure representing a man's body with the head of a 
jackal. It is standing with one leg in advance of the 
other. The jackal was the god of the dead and was 
selected by the Egyptians as the undertaker. >

The rams were sacred to Amen-Ra.

The mane is indicated by incised lines.

His head-dress represents the crescent moon and disk 
which indicates his task as being that of the reckoner 
of times and seasons.

63. A COLLECTION OF SMALL ANIMALS 

Primitive in shape, representing horse, ram, calf, ibis 
and lion. Sizes vary from % inch to 2 inches. 

64. COLLECTION OF FIGURETTES 

Representing Horus (hawk) and Anubis (jackal). 
Some of them have the body of a man and the head of 
an animal. Sizes, from 1% inches to 2 inches. 

65. COLLECTION OF ANIMALS 

Representing a rooster, duck, hawk, lion and cat.

66. TWO SMALL BRONZES 

(A) The Oxyrhynkhos fish, which was supposed to have 
devoured one of the members of Osiris.

(A) This cross consists of two parts which are joined 
together at the top by a hinge. One side represents 
a saint, the other side has a leaf design and evidently 
held a jewel.

(C) Pair of cymbals. Each consists of a round, shal- 
low bowl with flat rim. In the centre is a hole for the 
insertion of the handle.

(B) A forearm and hand. Length, 3% inches. 

(C) Small seated figure with animal's head. Upon 
its shoulders is a yoke from which hang what are prob- 
ably meant to be grapes. 
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92. TWO LAMPS 

(A) One is in the form of an open round bowl with an 
elongated round nozzle. The lid which was attached 
by a hinge is missing. It has a ring-shaped handle 
with leaf design; this is surmounted by a flying bird. 
Underneath the bowl is a tubular socket which prob- 
ably served for inserting the lamp on a spiked stand. 

(B) Pear-shaped lamp with a handle terminating in 
the head of a bird of prey.

100. COLLECTION OF SPEARHEADS 

(A) Two spears with part of the original handles. 
They have narrow, leaf-shaped blades with a midrib, 
and tubular sockets which show that they belong to the 
Late Bronze Age. 

Largest, without handle, is 10 inches. The shortest, 
9 inches. 

(B) Iron spearhead — leaf-shaped blade with a high 
midrib, flattened at the point. At the very end of the 
tubular socket is a diagonal design. The iron is much 
corroded.

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101. COLLECTION OF WEAPONS 

(A) Bronze battle axe with the original hafting. The 
AA/ blade is crescent-shaped, 15% inches in length. The 

end of the handle is enclosed in a tubular socket of 
bronze 9% inches long. The entire weapon is 40 
inches in length. It belongs to the Middle Kingdom 
period. From the Thebaid. 

(B) Roman battle club hafted on a modern stick of 
wood. The head consists of three rows of four spikes, 
alternately arranged. Its length is 2% inches. The 
end of the handle is incased in a tubular socket of 
bronze which is decorated with three ridges. This 
handle is 3 inches in length.

The first two sessions, afternoon 
and evening, of the sale of the 
interesting- collection of Egyptian 
antiquities of Robert de Rustaf- 
jaell, Fellow of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, brought $2,760. The smaller 
articles were among the first sold 
Arthur B. Davies paid $35 for the 
eight-inch statue of Maut or Mut, wear- 
ing the " Sekhti " crown of Upper and 
Lower Egypt. A 3,000-year-old free 
hand painting, an Egyptian Princess, a 
panel, went to J. Qumn for $80, and a 
painted mummy case for a royal Prin- 
cess, (B. C. 1600,) very interesting, went 
to V. G. Hammer for $70. 

A head of Rameses the Great in basalt 
went to W. T. Wallace for $105, and 
Greek heads in terracotta, blackstone 
and_ limestone went to Mr. Quinn for 
$37.o0.

A Stele from Tomb In Thebea Brings 
Top Price at Ruetafjaell Sale. 

A stele, 14 Inches by 18, sculptured In 
low relief, from the wall of a tomb In 
Thebes, brought the highest price at 
yesterday's sale of the Rustafjaell 
Egyptian collection at the Anderson 
Galleries, going to S. L. Sherer for $160. 
It was of the eighteenth dynasty, and 
represented a man and his wife. The 
tomb had been occupied for centuries as 
a native dwelling, and the sculpture, 
stained black with smoke, had been re- 
stored. 

A number of inscriptions on fragments 

of pottery, limestone, papyrus, and pa- 
per, written in Hieratic, Demotic, Greek, 
and Coptic, went to W. T: Walter for 
$112. J. W. Ellison paid $153 for a col- 
lection. of ancient pottery lamps. 

A stele showing a human head . In re- 
lief with hieroglyphics incised, went to 
Walters for $45 and the same buyer paid 
840 for a collection of scaras and cow- 
ries. An, Interesting stele, a large block 
of limestone, rounded at the top with 
crescent-shaped wings, hieroglyphics 
and figures, went to A. K. Kuhn for 
$52, The: returns for the day were $2,- 
896, making a total to date of $6,158. 

The sale will be concluded this after- 
noon, when the oldest known sculpture, 
and what is said to be the oldest paint- 
ing on canvas in the world will be sold.

707. OLDEST PAINTING ON CANVAS IN THE WORLD 
The subject illustrates life in Egypt thousands of years 
ago when Thebes was its metropolis and mistress of

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the universe. The goddess Hathor, appearing in the 
form of a cow, is seen in a richly canopied bark sur- 
rounded by papyrus reeds facing a table of offerings. 
Under the head of the goddess stands the deified Neb- 
Hapet-Ra Mentuhetep, a king of the Eleventh Dy- 
nasty. Seven figures, led by Zanefer (Tcha-Nefer), 
approach with bunches of grapes and flowers, and 
are about to perform an act of veneration. Their 
names and a prayer for long life and happiness are 
given in the ten registers of hieroglyphics. The picture 
is painted in mineral pigments on unbleached linen, 
and measures 18 x 13 inches. During the Eleventh 
Dynasty to which period this painting belongs, it evi- 
dently hung in the Hathor shrine, for in the upper 
selvage some of the suspending string still remains 
intact. The paintwork has fortunately been preserved 
in all its freshness by the accidental overlapping of 
parts of the selvage in the form of a foolscap, as will 
be noticed by the worn creases diagonally rising from 
the bottom corners, thus folded probably at the time 
the sanctuary was despoiled of everything made of 
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gold and precious stones. Woodwork and textiles 
were either destroyed or thrown away as having no 
intrinsic value. Owing to the dryness of the climate 
in Upper Egypt, where rain is unknown, such an 
object as a painted canvas, when once hidden in the 
sand and rubbish, remain intact forever. This paint- 
ing was found in 1905 in a mound of debris within the 
ruins of the Mentuhetep Temple, Deir El-Bahari, Up- 
per Egypt.

708. REMARKABLE COLLECTION OF FLINTS 

A very large and valuable collection of Egyptian 
Flints, numbering in all 1,356 perfect specimens of 
the first implements used by man. They belong to 
the Stone age (B. C. 250000 to B. C. 7000) before 
man had discovered how to work metals. The 
Stone Age is divided into two periods — the Pa- 
laeolithic (B. C. 200000) or Old Stone Age, and the 
Neolithic Age (B. C. 50000 to 7000) or New Stone 
Age. The first Age was contemporary with the Gla- 
cial, or Pleistocene, period in Europe (B. C. 250000), 
during which the gradual glaciation of parts of the 
earth's surface caused great physical revolutions. 
Egypt is a country peculiarly adapted by nature for 
the preservation of these earliest records of man. It 
was exempt from the severity of the Glacial period. 
Eoliths, dating from the Eolithic Age (the very begin- 
ning of the Palaeolithic period) and specimens of flint 
implements from every period in the Stone Age and 
early Dynastic Period, are well represented in this 
collection, which is the most remarkable, in every re- 
spect, that has ever been offered in this country. For 
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an itemized catalogue of the collection reference may 
be had to the "Stone Age in Egypt," by Mr. Rusta- 
fjaell, a few copies of which are available for dis- 
tribution to the Museums, on request.

721. SHELL BRACELETS 

Of the "Fusus Longoevus" species, some very crudely 
formed, others better made. These bracelets were 
made with delicately fashioned saws. 

722. SHELLS AND HORNED LADLES 

Set of shells of the "Spatha Nilotica" species, used 
probably for shadow dishes or scoops. Horned ladles, 
with very small handles, also used for scoop or water 
dippers.

723. LARGE QUARTZITE HAMMER 

It is hafted in two sycamore handles. The mode of 
hafting is as follows: Two round branches are tightly 
secured to the head by means of a long raw-hide thong, 
wound across in one direction. The hand-grip parts 
are then brought together by natural pressure, which 
tightens their hold on the hammer. By crossing the 
ends of the two handles in the direction of the winding 
of the thong, the grip of the hammer tightens still 
further. Both the hammer-head and the handles, 
which are made of sycamore wood, are very well pre- 
served. One end is slightly bruised, and, to judge 
by the traces of a white colored debris still adhering 
to one end of the hammer, it must have been used for 
breaking limestone. Very interesting specimen. It 
belongs to the Early Dynastic period, and was found 
in a tomb in the Thebaid district. 



724. SMALL QUARTZITE HAMMER 

Similar to No. 723. Found at an Early Dynastic stone 
quarry in the Eastern Desert, near Gebel Amoun. 



725. A NATURALLY DRIED BODY 

On a reed matting, well preserved; from a period be- 
fore the introduction of embalming in Egypt. Found 
in a tomb near Kift, along with the gourd-shaped pot- 
tery and parts of a water-skin, to which a flint is still 
attached. 



726. ORGANIC MATERIAL FOUND IN PREDYNASTIC 
GRAVES AND TOMBS 
A large loaf of bread, in which the working of the 
dough may be seen. Round cheese, with a part of the 
original pot from which it took its form. Several frag- 
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ments of Nile fish. Flour found in one of the tomb3 
of the period. Cereals. Fragments of wood light in 
weight, and of light brown color, and a quantity of 
heavy dark wood, goat's hair. Plaits of human hair, 
showing close braiding. 

727. PREDYNASTIC HORNS AND ANTLERS 

Belonging to the ox, goat, mountain sheep, gazelle and 
other animals. Painted in a variety of colors. 

728. KNIFE WITH SILVER HANDLE 

Small pointed knife, herring-bone chipping along the 
ridge and both faces, beautifully finished with ripple 
flaking; the edge is curved and minutely serrated. Set 
in a hollow silver handle of irregular form. To 
the upper part of the handle are attached two ser- 
pents fashioned from thin wire, and another is twined 
around its narrow end. Found at Rizagad. Predy- 
nastic. 



729. LAMPS 

One belonging to the Mesolithic period; two of bronze; 
another of stone, and a lamp from the Caucasus. 

730. PREDYNASTIC SHELL BEADS 

Cylindrical and conical-shaped shell beads; the most 
primitive known ornamentation. 

731. BONE NEEDLES AND FLINT ARROW HEADS 

Needles made of bone, and flint arrowheads with ser- 
rated points.

Oval-worked slabs in granite found in tombs, probably 
used for grinding Kohl or as head-rests, some having 
been found under the heads of the dead. Black spher- 
ical-shaped objects in fired clay, probably used for 
games. 



739. FLINT KNIVES 




Single-edged, double-edged, and serrated. Fragments 
of sickles, etc. 



740. STONE IMPLEMENTS 

Of the Old Kingdom period. Celts, hammers, etc, 
copied from metal implements. 



741. FUNERARY CONES 

Conical and square. These cones are made of clay and 
stamped at the larger end with a few rows of hiero- 
glyphics stating the name, parentage and titles of the 
deceased. The whole surface being coated with a whit- 
ish wash. Found in the tombs. 

742. SARCOPHAGUS LIDS 

Two fragments made of baked clay; Ptolemaic period 
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Remarkable Flint Tools. See No. 708.

Unusually large, and decorated with painted crocodiles 
and birds.

OLDEST PAINTING FOR $1,700 

Egyptian Picture Brings Top Price 
at Rustafjael Sale — Total, $12,760. 

The oldest painting on oanvas In the 
■world, illustrating: life in Egypt thou- 
sands of years ago when Thebes was its 
metropolis, the great city of the world, 
brought the highest price in the last 
day's sale of the Rustafjael Egyptian 
collection at the Anderson Galleries yes- 
terday afternoon, going to G. M. Heck- 
scher for $1,700. The picture belongs 
to the Eleventh Dynasty, and is done in 
mineral paints on unbleached linen, IS 
by 13 inches. 

The canvas had been folded and the 
painting preserved in all its freshness, 
there being no dampness in Upper Egypt, 
where rain never falls, to affect it. It' 
was found in a mound of debris in the 
ruins of the Mentuhetep Temple, Deir 
El-Bahari, in 1905, and descriptions of 
it are found ,in books which have been 
written about the ruin. The Goddess 
Hathor is seen in the painting in the 
form of a cow on a richly decorated 
bark, a deified King of the Eleventh 
Dynasty standing beneath the head. 
Seven figures axe approaching in an act 
of veneration and their names and 
prayers are seen in hieroglyphics above. 

The oldest sculpture in the world, an 
Interesting feature of the collection, 
molded in sun-dried clay, a seated ape- 
like figure, of a kind used for tribal 
totems, and about 7,000 years old, of the 
Predynastic period, Upper Egypt, 
brought less than $100. 

Mr. Heckscher paid the second highest 
price of- the day, $1,400, for a remarkable 
collection of Egyptian flints, 1,356 of 
them belonging to the stone age, B. C. 
250,000 to 7,000 B. C. They are perfect 
specimens of the first implements of man 
before he had learned to work metals, ! 
representing the two periods, the Old 
Stone Age and the New Stone Age, the 
I first contemporary with the glacial 

period in Europe.
